R. Langhorne received his Tryal on Friday the 1 3th 
of June; and being Convicted, had Sentence of 
death paſs'd upon him,together with Father White- 
bread and the other four Jeſuits fince Executed 

on the 2oth of the ſame month ; but he alleadging multipli- 

city of other perſons Concerns that lay in his hands, did deſire 
and obtained a reſpite of Execution, that he might have time 
to fettle thoſe Aﬀairs. There was good hopes. he might have 
made an ingenuous Diſcovery of this damnable Plot, being - 
without doubt as able to do it as moſt concern'd therein {ince 
as he had many years been the general Conveyancer for ſerling 

Papiſts Eſtates , who contrive them lo perplexedly, and with 

{uch ſ{ubtilty,thar 'cis almoſt impoſlible to ftinde out where, or in

whom the Propriety 1s veſted ; which 1s purpoſely done, to a-

As Mr. Langhorn was naturally a pcrſon & 2 ' Melanchol y 
Temper , = by a {ober difcreet Bchaviour ; 1o he deported 
himſelf, both during his Continement, and 1n Þ1s pat flage to 
Execution, with a great deal of gravity , often lifting up his 
hands zi} eyes, and ſceming. to Pronounce to himfelt certain 
Pr ayers and Ejaculations. 


He went from Newgate about half an hour aiter Nme , 


dra'vn mn a Sled with tour horſes , and--a Boy riduaz on the 
foremoſt as a Poſtilion. He was ina decent Black See a mo- 


deft Perriwig, and plain Band. 


Being come to Tyburn, according to the Jeliies'1 Du rectory, 
and uſual form of his Brethr en, he reloJutely dent d the Fact 
he dicd for ; pretended a oreat dad of Loyalty ; not _— 
ting to be as innocent as the unborn Babe ; delired Gol to 
forgive his Enemies, and ſeveral diſcourſes to that purpolc.

His Prayers were chiefly private, or with a very low voice, 
ſo that they could not well be heard by the people at a diſtance : 
but thoſe that ſtood near, related, That they were in Latine ; 
whence they were ſuppoſed to be Pater Noſters and Ave s. 


Thus fuffer'd this unhappy man, hurried on to | bis own Ru- 
ine, and rather chufing to caſt away his Life, and venture his 
Soul,for the Airy conceit of being enroll'd one of Rome's Mat- 
tyrs , than to preſcrve both by an honeſt Chriſtian Acknow- 
ledgement of his vile Traiterous Practices, arid diſcovery of his 
Accomplices therein. 


He was ſuffered to hang till he was quite dead, and then cur 
down and "quartered according to the Sentence ; but his Body 
was begg'd, fo as not to be expoſed on the City-gates, but Car- 
ried away by his Friends in order to a private Interment.
